ALABAMA  BAPTIST  STATE  COxNYEXTlON, 

SEVENTY-SEVENTH    SESSION-1898. 


The  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention  met  for  its 
seventy-seventh  session  with  the  Opelika  Baptist  Church  on 
Wednesday,  November  9,  1898,  at  10  o'clock,  a.  m.,  W.  C. 
Cleveland,  President,  presiding-,  with  Wm.  A.  Davis  as  Sec- 
retary. 

2.  Devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  J.  J.  Taylor. 

3.  Delegates  were  enrolled  as  names  appear  at  end  of 
these  proceeding's,  the  list  embracing-  all  reporting-  during-  the 
session. 

4.  Officers  were  elected  by  acclamation  as  follows: 

President— \\.  C.  Cleveland. 
First   Vice-President — W.  E.   Llo3'd. 
Second  Vice-President — J.   G.   Harris. 
Secretary — Wm.  A.   Davis. 

5.  The  courtesies  of  the  floor  were  tendered  to  the  reli- 
g-ious  and  secular  press,  on  motion  of  J.  B.  Graham. 

6.  The  Prog-ram  was  reported  by  Z.  D.  Roby,  Chairman  of 
Committee,  and,  after  amendment,  adopted. 

7.  The  Convention  was  welcomed  by  Z.  D.  Roby  in  the 
enforced  absence  of  the  Pastor,  and  response  was  made  by  A.  C. 
Davidson. 

8.  Visitors  were  presented  as  their  names  are  entered  fol- 
lowing- roll  of  deleg-ates,  che  list  including-  all  introduced  during- 
the  session. 

9.  J.  L.  Thompson,  President  of   the  Board,  read 

REPORT  OF  STATE  BOARD  OF  MISSIONS. 

This  report  covers  only  ten  months.  The  Convention  will  bear  this 
in  mind  in  makinsj^  any  comparison  of  the  results  with  those  of  former 
3'ears.  It  sh<jiild.  also,  be  borne  in  mind  that  at  the  last  Convention  at 
East  Lake  the  Department  of  Institute  Work  was  transferred  from  this 
to  a  new  Board  \vhich  was  created  at  that  time,  and  located  at  Opelika. 
and  has  since  had  charge  of  funds  devoted  to  that  object,  and  the  bulk  of 
funds  contributed  to  Institute  Work  has  been  sent  directly  to  said  Board. 
The  same  is  true  as  reg'ards  funds  for  other  denominational  enterprises. 
These  chang^es  of  necessitj'  make  the  receipts  for  all  purposes  smaller 
than  heretofore. 

At  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  Board  have  we  begun  the  work  of 
the  year  under  more  discourag-ing  circumstances.  Our  people  had  scarcely 
recovered  from  the  demoralizing  effects  of  an  epidemic  of  yelk>w  fever, 
when  war  was  declared  between  the  United  States  and  Spain.  Tliis 
brought  a  feeling  of  unrest   and   uncertainty   that  produced    more  or  le- 
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demoralization  and  diverted  the  attention  of  the  people  from  the  work 
of  the  Convention.  We  learn  from  the  Corresponding-  Secretary  that  in 
some  instances  persons  who  had  money  and  were  accustomed  to  g"ive, 
withheld  their  contributions  on  account  of  a  feeling-  of  apprehension  that 
some  dread  disaster  mig-ht  befall  our  country  as  a  result  of  the  war. 

Last  year  we  went  to  the  Convention  with  an  indebtedness  on  the 
Department  of  State  Missions  proper  of  $1,573.36,  with  $1,061.81  due  the 
Sunday  School  Board  at  Nashville,  and  $415.12  due  the  American  Baptist 
Publication  Society.  At  a  special  meeting-  of  the  Board  on  the  28th  of 
last  February,  for  conference  with  Dr.  J.  M.  Frost,  Corresponding-  Secre- 
tary of  the  Sunday  School  Board,  with  a  view  of  adjusting-  our  indebted- 
ness to  the  Sunday  School  Board,  Dr.  A.  J.  Dickinson  offered  the  following- 
resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  adopted: 

1.  That  having-  ceased  handling  Sunday  School  literature,  we  en- 
courag-e  our  people  to  order  their  literature  from  the  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Board  at  Nashville,  Dr.  J.  M.  Frost,  Corresponding  Secretary. 

2.  That  we  advocate  among-  our  people  the  work  of  the  Board  in 
Nashville  throug-h  our  evangelists  and  rallies,  and  other  agencies,  as  is 
now  done  in  the  case  of  the  other  Boards  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention. 

3.  That  in  view  of  this  readjustment  of  relations,  we  ask  the  Board 
in  Nashville  to  appropriate  to  our  work  in  Alabama  the  sum  of  $1,070.00, 
the  same  to  cover  our  present  indebtedness  to  it. 

Dr.  Frost,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  at  Nashville,  accepted  the  propo- 
sition, and  this  debt  of  long-  standing  was  settled  with  perfect  satisfaction 
to  all  concerned  and  your  Board  released  from  any  further  financial 
obligation. 

We  are  glad  to  report  to  this  Convention  that  the  amount  due  the 
American  Baptist  Publication  Society  has  been  settled  in  full.  In  the 
settlement  of  these  two  items  alone  the  Board  has  liquidated  an  indebted- 
ness amounting-  to  $1,485.12.  The  debt  on  the  State  Mission  Department 
proper  of  $1,573.36,  which  was  reported  at  the  last  Convention,  has  been 
reduced  to  $608.00.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  has  assurance  that  this 
will  be  decreased  by  the  contributions  assured  since  the  submission  of  his 
Financial  Statement.  These  are  most  gratifying  figures  and  call  for  the 
profoundest  gratitude  to  Almighty  God.  As  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
says  in  his  report:  "  While  we  have  not  succeeded  in  entirely  freeing  the 
Board  from  debt,  that  which  remains  is  within  the  sphere  of  easy  liquida- 
tion. If  we  had  been  given  a  full  year  instead  of  ten  months,  I  have 
no  doubt  it  would  have  been  all  paid."  "This  better  condition  of  our 
finances,"  he  continues,  "  has  not  been  attained  by  easy  ways.  Many 
sacrifices  have  been  made — many  noble  brethren  and  sisters  all  over  the 
State  have  given  devoted  service  to  the  Board's  work.  We  are  due  them 
a  large  share  of  gratitude." 

At  the  close  of  the  last  convention  year.  Rev.  A.  E.  Burns  resigned 
his  position  as  Fvangelist  in  North  Alabama,  much  to  the  regret  of  the 
Board.  No  man  who  has  ever  been  in  our  employ  has  done  better  or  more 
faithful  work,  or  has  had  a  more  difficult  field  than  he.  Much  of  the 
territory  occupied  by  him  has  for  the  past  year  been  under  the  supervision 
of  Rev.  J.  W.  Sandlin,  who  has  shown  himself  to  be  worthy  of  the  confi- 
dence placed  in  him  by  putting  him  in  this  responsible  position.  During 
the  year  he  has  collected  $132.14  more  than  his  salary. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year,  Rev.  A.  J.  Preston  was  instructed  to 
devote  most  of  his  time  to  destitute  places  in  his  field.  He  most  cheerfully 
complied  with  the  request  of  the  Board.  His  reports  are  most  gratifying 
to  us  in  every  way.  While  he  has  not  been  able  to  collect  but  little  over 
half  of  his  salary,  it  was  not  expected,  as  his  labors  were  confined  almost 


exclusively  to  the  most  destitute  places,  where  the  people  were  unable  to 
pay  or  had  not  been  trained  to  giving-. 

Rev.  W.  A.  Parker.  Sr.,  has  rendered  good  service  to  the  Board  in 
West  and  South-west  Alabama,  and  has  collected  most  of  his  salary  on 
the  field. 

The  Reports  submitted  by  our  Missionary  Pastors  are  most  encour- 
aging. The  salaries  of  these  brethren  are  supplemented  b3^  greater  or 
less  amounts,  thus  enabling  them  to  live  until  their  churches  become  self- 
sustaining.  Many  churches  that  are  now  among  the  best  in  the  State 
were  assisted  in  this  way  during  the  days  of  their  infancy.  In  almost 
every  case  results  show  that  the  money  thus  expended  has  been  wisely 
done.  Some  of  the  churches  thus  added  are  now  among  the  most  liberal 
contributors  to  our  denominational  enterprises.  If  the  means  were  at 
hand  much  more  of  this  kind  of  work  ought  to  be  done. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  in  January  last  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  give  the  time  that  could  be  spared  from  other  official 
duties  to  evangelistic  and  missionary'  work  in  the  churches  along  the  line 
of  the  ly.  &  N.  Railway  from  Montgomery  to  the  Birmingham  Association, 
and  along  the  lines  of  railroad  from  Harpersville  to  Talladega,  and  such 
other  territory  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  State  as  he  might  be  able  to 
reach.  Much  of  the  time  of  Secretarj'  Bledsoe  has  been  devoted  to  this 
field,  in  which  he  has  done  most  satisfactory  work.  At  no  time  since  his 
connection  with  the  Board  has  there  been  a  greater  tax  upon  his  thought 
and  strength.  He  has  met  the  difficult  duties  which  have  confronted  him 
as  becometh  a  man  of  God;  and  it  affords  us  great  pleasure  to  place  on 
record  this  expression  of  our  heartfelt  appreciation  of  the  faithful  services 
rendered  b)'  Bro.  Bledsoe  to  this  Board,  and  to  the  cause  it  represents,  in 
a  time  which  tried  men's  souls — when  his  work  was  beset  with  peculiar 
hinderances  and  embarrassments. 

THE    BOOK   DEPARTMENT. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  this  Convention  the  entire  stock  of  the 
Book  Department  has  been  disposed  of  as  per  instructions  from  the  Con- 
vention, and  the  proceeds  have  been  applied  to  the  settlement  of  the 
indebtedness  of  said  Department.     (See  pages  3  and  4  of  Minutes  of  1897.) 

HOME   AND   FOREIGN   MISSIONS. 

By  referring  to  the  Report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
Home  Board  for  the  j^ear  ending  May  1,  1897,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  con- 
tributions to  Home  Missions  from  Alabama  amount  to  $2,964.58  in  cash, 
and  $1,595.88  in  merchandise,  making  a  total  of  $4,560.46;  while  for  the 
year  ending  May  1,  1898,  the  contrilautions  in  cash  amount  to  $2,403.10 
and  in  merchandise  $2,231.79,  making  a  total  of  $4,684.89.  This  shows 
the  cash  contribution  to  be  $561.48  less  than  the  previous  year,  but  the 
increased  contributions  of  merchandise  make  the  total  contributions 
$74.43  above  the  amount  reported  for  the  j^ear  ending  May  1,  1897.  You 
will  notice  the  increased  interest  manifested  in  sending  boxes  of  useful 
merchandise  to  our  frontier  missionaries,  which  is  due  solely  to  the  zeal 
and  earnestness  of  our  good  women;  but  we  regret  to  again  call  attention 
to  the  falling  off  of  cash  contributions.  We  urge  our  pastors  to  see  that 
this  does  not  occur  during  the  present  year.  While  only  $1,634.16  have 
been  received  in  cash  by  the  Treasurer  of  j'our  Board  for  Home  Missions, 
we  learn  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Home  Board  that  froin  the  first  of 
December,  1897,  to  the  first  of  November,  1898,  the  cash  receipts  for  that 
Board  from  Alabama  amount  to  $2,757.00,  and  $1,996.00  in  merchandise, 
making  a  total  of  $4,753.00.     This  gives  g^ood  ground  for  the   hope  that 


there  will  be  marked  iniprovenieht  during-  the  present  year.  In  this  con- 
nection we  refer  with  pleasure  and  g-ratitude  to  the  fact  that  the  Home 
Board  appropriated  to  the  work  of  this  Board  $500,  which  is  to  be  increased 
to  $1,000  if  Alabama  shall  contribute  in  cash  to  the  Home  ^oard  $4,000 
during-  the  present  Southern  Baptist  Convention  year.  The  first  five 
hundred  dollars  has  been  already  received,  coming  at  a  most  needy  time 
and  was  a  great  help.  Our  thanks  are  tendered  the  brethren  of  the  Home 
Board. 

On  page  4  of  the  Report  made  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  the 
year  ending  May  1,  1898,  there  is  a  tabulated  statement  showing  at  a 
glance  the  contributions  from  each  state  for  the  two  years  ending-  with 
that  date.  During  the  convention  year  1896-97,  the  receipts  froin  Alabama 
were  $6,563.29,  and  for  1897-98,  only  $5,950.74,  which  is  $612.55  short  of  the 
previous  year.  So  it  is  shown  that  the  cash  contributions  to  the  Home 
and  Foreign  Boards  from  this  State  are  $1,174.03  short  of  what  they  were 
last  year.  This  falling-  off  is  certainly  to  be  greatly  lamented.  However, 
we  are  glad  to  learn  from  Dr.  Willingham  that  the  conti'ibutions  from 
Alabama  for  the  ten  months  since  our  last  Convention  for  Foreign  Mis- 
sions are  $6,394.60.  This  indicates  that  by  the  first  of  next  May  our 
contributions  to  the  Foreign  Board  will  exceed  those  of  the  past  two  years. 

WOMAN'S   WORK. 

As  the  years  come  and  go  we  have  continued  demonstration  of  the 
great  wisdom  exercised  by  those  who  have  all  along  fostered  and  encour- 
aged this  Department  of  our  organized  work.  Since  the  organization  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention there  has  been  a  growing  interest  in  missions  among  the  Baptist 
women  of  the  South  and  a  great  increase  in  missionary  zeal  and  enthu- 
siasm. This  is  especially  true  of  Alabama.  As  a  substantial  evidence  of 
this  fact,  the  number  of  Missionary  Societies  and  Mission  Bands  is  in- 
creasing every  year.  Missionary  information  is  more  generally  dissemi- 
nated through  this  source  than  anj'  other — apart  from  the  preached  Word. 
The  contributions  b^^  the  Baptist  women  of  the  State  to  the  Home  and 
Foreign  Boards  are  $477.06  in  excess  of  what  they  were  last  year.  During 
the  3'ear  which  closed  the  first  of  last  May,  the  contributions  from  this 
source  to  the  Boards  in  cash  and  merchandise  amount  to  $3,790.90,  and  to 
our  Board  for  the  present  convention  year  $1,050.81.  These  figures  speak 
for  themselves  and  tell  the  storj'  of  the  consecration  of  our  Christian 
women. 

THE  GREENSBORO  BUILDING  FUND. 

I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  following  statement  from  the  Report 
of  the  Corresponding  Secretar3"  concerning-  the  Greensboro  building 
fund — a  matter  that  has  so  long  interested  the  Board  and  manv  of  the 
Baptists  of  the  State: 

"Collections  from  all  sources  from  the   beginning $2,017  68. 

Paid  out  on  lot,   interest,    repairs,  &c 1,250  67. 

Balance $    ~767~01." 

There  is  a  debt  of  $1,100.00  for  the  payment  of  which  this  Board  is 
responsible  and  which  is  secured  to  certain  parties  by  a  mortgage  on  the 
house  and  lot  which  has  been  purchased  as  a  site  for  the  meeting  house 
of  the  Greensboro  church.  It  is  exceeding-^-  unfortunate  that  this  debt, 
which  will  be  due  the  first  of  January,  1899,  is  not  provided  for,  and  we 
earnestly  recommend  that  earnest  efforts  be  made  at  once  for  raising  this 
amount.     We  would  sug-gest  that  Bro.  Mallory,  of  this  Board,  be  requested 


to  secure  an  extension  of  our  paper  for  the  full  amount,  or  for  whatever 
part  of  the  same  we  may  be  unable  to  pay  bA'  the  first  of  January  next, 
for  another  j'ear  upon  the  paj-nient  of  interest  and  insurance.  The  Board 
was  very  fortunate  in  having-  the  voluntary  service  of  Dr.  R.  G.  Patrick 
to  look  after  the  interests  of  the  Greensboro  church.  He  has  made  a  num- 
ber of  visits  to  the  church  and  charged  nothing  for  his  services.  He  has 
succeeded  in  raising  in  good  subscriptions  about  $900.CO  and  the  Board  is 
assured  that,  if  the  debt  of  51,100  above  referred  to  is  paid  by  the  fir&t  of 
January,  1899,  the  building-  of  the  meeting  house  will  be  beg-uu.  This 
would  soon  lead  to  a  happ)-  solution  of  this  matter. 

The  question  may  be  raised:  Where  is  the  $767.01  that  is  supposed  to 
be  in  cash  in  the  treasury  of  the  Board?  Let  it  be  understood  that  a  very 
small  part  of  this  amount  reached  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  in  the 
shape  of  cash,  but  came  in  the  form  of  receipts  foom  Bro.  HardA'  and  the 
same  was  credited  on  his  salary,  and  we  have  not  j'et  been  able  to  replace 
the  same  to  the  credit  of  the  Greensboro  fund. 

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  THE  CORRESPONDING 

SECRETARY. 

The  following  from  the  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  is 
esteemed  worthy  of  a  place  in  this  Report: 

"It  becomes  nicjre  and  more  evident  that  the  lack  of  moneA'  greatly 
retards  the  progress  of  our  enterprises.  Baptists  may  be  divided  into 
two  classes,  viz:  Those  who  give  and  those  who  do  not  give.  The  giving 
class  is  slowU'  increasing,  but  it  has  not  grown  in  proportion  to  the  addi- 
tions to  our  churches.  With  constantly  increasing  numbers,  with  a  min- 
istry growing  more  and  more  intelligent  and  powerful,  with  Evangelists 
and  Corresponding  Secretary  in  the  field  especialh'  commissioned  to  create 
missionary'  sentiment,  we  would  very  naturally  expect  constantl3'  increas- 
ing contributions.  But  instead  there  has  been  decrease.  Why  is  this 
true?     I  offer  the  following  suggestions  as  bearing  on  this  question: 

1.  "A  careful  anaU'sis  of  the  contributions  of  individuals,  churches, 
associations  and  societies,  proves  that  contributions  have  almost  univer- 
sally been  cut  down — with  here  and  there  exceptions — anywhere  from  ten 
to  fifty  per  cent.  Is  this  explainable?  I  think  it  is  accounted  for  to  some 
extent  by  the  continued  financial  depression  that  prevails  throug-hout  the 
countrj'.  Those  who  are  in  the  habit  of  giving  and  have  cut  down  their 
contributions  in  many  cases  have  good  cause  for  so  doing.  Their  finan- 
cial conditions  have  been  changed  for  the  worse.  I  do  not  believe  that 
there  has  been  any  retrograde  in  the  general  advance  of  the  inissionary 
spirit.  I  incline  to  the  belief,  rather,  that  more  are  giving  than  ever 
before  in  the  missionar3'  operations  of  Alabama  Baptists. 

2.  "The  natural  result  of  financial  depression  is  to  immerse  the 
people  more  and  more  in  the  cares  of  business.  They  strive  to  mak^  up 
by  intensified  diligence  the  losses  that  have  resulted,  or  are  threatened, 
from  unfavorable  conditions  that  press  upon  them.  Common  experience 
teaches  the  lesson,  and  often  a  very  sad  one,  that  when  such  conditions 
beset  the  Christian  business  man,  unless  he  is  in  the  constant  exercise  of 
the  greatest  watchfulness,  he  soon  finds  himself  so  con-ipletely  mastered 
by  the  spirit  of  seculai  ism  that  growth  in  grace,  bj'  which  he  would  be 
brought  to  a  broader  benevolence,  has  almost  ceased.  Selfishness  almost 
imperceptibly  grows,  declining  spirituality  follows,  the  ca.use  of  Christ  is 
put  into  the  back-ground,  prayer  and  sympathy  for  the  coming  of  His 
king-dom  well-nigh  vanish, — so  purses  close  as  hearts  grow  hard.  This  is 
a  true  diag-nosis  of  manj'  cases  and  must  be  taken  into  the  account  when 
we  look  for  reasons  fcir  decreased  contributions  to  our  Master-'s  cause. 


3.  "In  our  evangfelistic  work  as  carried  on  by  both  the  Secretary  and 
the  Evang-elists,  we  have  encountered  this  trouble:  From  the  very  ex- 
ig^encies  of  our  financial  conditions,  it  has  seemed  to  the  Board  that 
both  Secretary  and  Evang-elists  should,  if  possible,  collect  their  salaries 
on  the  field.  To  do  this  with  any  measure  of  success,  has  required  that 
the  most  of  their  labors  should  be  bestowed  among-st  the  stronger 
churches  who  did  not  need  ther  services;  and  this  has  brought  the  criti- 
cism that  they  labored  where  they  were  not  needed  and  neglected  the 
churches  that  did  need  them.  The  remedy-  seems  to  be  to  have  missiona- 
ries sent  to  the  destitute  parts  of  the  State  and  among  the  weaker 
churches  and  those  not  in  co-operation  with  the  Board  and  then  for  the 
stronger  churches  to  send  in  their  contributions  promptly  without  wait- 
ing to  be  called  upon  by  an  agent  of  the  Board.  Some  of  otir  churches 
have  been  developed  to  this  point  and  have  never  been  visited  bv  any 
representative  of  the  Board,  but  with  great  regularity  and  liberality  send 
forward  their  contributions.  The  criticism  above  mentioned  has  had  a 
depressing  effect  in  some  quarters  of  the  State  tipon  contribtitions  to 
our  work. 

'"There  is,  however,  a  ver3' much  more  serious  question  confronted 
when  we  come  to  consider  those  who  never  give  to  the  enterprises  of  the 
denomination  as  represented  by  the  various  Boards.  This  class  includes 
an  alarmingly  larg-e  number  of  our  people.  This  is  the  question:  Why 
have  we  failed  to  bring  our  work — is  it  not  the  Lord's  work — into  sj^m- 
pathetic  touch  with  so  many  of  our  pastors  and  people?  To  do  this  very 
thing  is  the  great  need  of  the  cause.  It  is  the  problem  of  all  problems. 
He  who  solves  it  will  receive  the  thanks  of  all  who  long  for  the  prosperity 
of  Zion.  Any  suggestion  looking  to  a  solution  of  this  problem  should 
be  carefully  considered.  This  brings  me  to  give  expression  to  a  strong 
conviction  that  has  been  forced  upon  ine  b3'  an  extended  acquaintance 
with  the  Baptists  of  the  State  as  I  have  visited  them  in  their  churches 
and  homes.  This  is  the  conviction:  Many  of  our  pastors  and  brethren 
believe  that  Conventions  and  Boards  have  taken  unto  themselves  undue 
authority  and  are  exercising  an  unscriptural  domination  over  the 
churches.  This  is  a  misapprehension  upon  the  part  of  these  brethren, 
yet  what  they  believe  to  be  an  invasion  of  the  old  doctrine  of  '"Local 
Church  Independence"  upon  the  part  of  the  Convention  and  the  various 
Boards,  is  todaj'  the  most  formidable  barrier  between  the  work  of  this, 
and  of  all  our  Boards,  and  this  large  class  of  our  people.  I  discuss  only 
the  simple  fact  of  the  existence  of  this  sentiment  as  a  barrier  separating 
us  from  the  hearts  and  sympathies  of  our  people." 

These  wise  suggestions  from  the  Corresponding  Secretary  deserve 
the  most  earnest  and  prayerful  consideration  of  this  bod^^.  We  deem  it  ex- 
pedient that  the  attention  of  the  churches  and  brethren  throughout  be 
called  afresh  to  article  fifteen  of  the  constitution  which  reads  as  follows: 
"The  convention  disclaims  all  right  of  exercising  authority  over  any 
church  or  association,  hereby  acknowledging  that  every  church  is  inde- 
pendent, and  within  its  own  sphere,  is  accountable  to  no  body  of  men  on 
earth." 

RECOMMENDATION  AS  TO  FUTURE  POLICY. 

Hitherto  the  chief  work  of  this  Board  has  been  the  establishment  of 
churches  in  destitute  regions.  This  work  has  been  so  vigorously  prose- 
cuted, that  there  are  now  in  the  State  very  few  communities  without  a 
Baptist  church,  and  ere  long  these  will  be  supplied.  The  destitution  which 
appeals  most  urgently  to  your  Board  is  of  a  diiferent  kind.  In  every 
community  disciples  have  been  made  and  baptized,  but  many  of  them 
have  not  been    taught  to  observe  whatsoever   tjie   Lord  has   commanded. 


The  work  before  us  chiefly  is  to  aid  our  brethren  in  their  efforts  to  appre- 
hend the  full  intent  of  our  Lord's  word,  and  attain  unto  the  measure 
of  the  stature  of  the  fullness  of  Christ,  by  a  larger  enlistment  in  all 
departments  of  the  Master's  work.  Our  brethren  in  man)-  sections  are 
conscious  of  their  failure  in  these  matters,  and  they  look  to  us  for  help. 
And  the  Board  must  equip  itself  to  render  this  help,  or  the  brethren  must 
be  directed  to  look  elsewhere. 

If  it  is  the  will  of  the  convention  that  the  Board  shall  undertake  this 
work,  we  sug'g-est  the  following-  outline  of  operations:  1.  To  assist  weak 
churches  in  sustaining-  suitable  pastors.  2.  To  employ  evang-elists  as  op- 
portunity' offers,  and  the  means  are  furnished.  3.  To  hold  rallies  for  the 
discussion  of  our  denominational  work,  and  in  addition  to  use  the  public 
press  as  may  best  avail,  and  to  institute  any  other  ag-encies  that  may 
seem  best.

The  evangelists  and  missionaries 
have  touched  manv  of  our  people  and  there  has  been  perceptible  increase 
in  the  number  of  regular  contributors.  Much  of  the  missionary  pastoral 
work  gives  promise  of  permanent  upbuilding.

CONCLUSION. 

While  we  have  not  accomplished  what  we  hoped  for,  we  are  profoundly 
grateful  to  God  for  what  has  been  done  and  for  the  future  outlook 
which  is  full  of  hope.  We  are  in  better  financial  condition  than  for  years. 
This  has  been  a  year  largely  devoted  to  the  payment  of  our  debts  and  this 
fact  must  not  be  forgotten  when  vou  estimate  the  work  of  the  year.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  HOWARD  COLLEGE. 

The  total  matriculation  for  the  session  of  1897-98  was  143.  Number 
graduated,  21;  14  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  7  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

Number  of  ministerial  students  enrolled,  32. 

Number  of  ministerial  students  graduated,  6;  four  of  whom  are  now 
attending  the  Southern  Theological  Seminary,  at  Louisville,  Ky. 

EXPENSES. 

The  current  expenses  for  the  3'ear,  including  the  salaries  of  the  fac- 
ulty, were  paid  in  full.  Besides  keeping  up  the  regular  repairs,  the  sum 
of  l|257.16  was  expended  for  new  improvements,  and  $225  turned  over  to 
the  executive  committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  apply  to  the  interest 
on  the  bonded  debt. 

SESSION    OF    1898-9. 

As  there  has  long  been  complaint  on  the  part  of  some  of  our  people 
that  the  price  of  board  in  the  Howard  was  higher  than  in  the  State  insti- 
tutions, the  faculty  decided  to  try  the  experiment  this  year  of  reducing 
the  price  of  board  to  $100,  instead  of  $120,  as  heretofore,  and  to  charge  all 
students  an  incidental  fee  of  $10.  While  this  change  has  possibly  ctiused 
a  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  day  students,  it  has  served  to  increase 
the  number  of  boarders. 

MATRICULATION. 

The  matriculation  for  the  present  year  so  far  is  118,  which  is  about 
the  same  as  the  matriculation  for  the  same  period  last  session.  Number 
of  ministerial  students  enrolled,  21. 

The  personnel  of  the  student-bod3'  is  excellent.  President  Roof  and 
Professors  Brand  and  Hogan  live  on  the  campus  and  look  after  the  com- 
fort and  welfare  of  all.  Five  States  are  represented  on  the  college  reg- 
ister, viz:  Alabama,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Georgia  and  Tennessee. 

V  RESPONSIBILITIES  ASSUMED  BY  THE  FACULTY. 

Since  the  close  of  the  last  session  a  gymnasium  has  been  fitted  up, 
furnished  with  all  necessary  appai'atus,  and  is  now  in  use.  Two  hun- 
dred new  patent  single  desks  have  been  purchased  by  the  faculty.  They 
have  just  arrived  and  will  be  placed  in  the  recitation  rooms  at  once,  to 
take  the  place  <jf  the  ricketj',  rough  board  benches  that  have  been  in  use 
heretofore.     Their  cost  to  the  faculty'  will  be  about  $500. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  faculty,  at  the  request  of  your  Board 
of  Trustees,  consented  to  assume  the  interest  on  the  bonded  debt  for  the 
present  3'ear,  which  interest  amounts  to  $1,000.  The  first  jja^-ment  of 
;jp5C0  has  alread3'  been  made. 
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NEW   COURSES    OF  STUDY. 

There  are  five  courses  of  study  leading^  to  decrees,  whereas  there 
were  formerly  but  two.  It  was  apparent  that  these  two  were  inadequate 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  times.  Young  men  are  looking-  for 
courses  of  study  that  will  best  tit  them  for  their  chosen  vocations;  to  meet 
these  demands  the  entire  curriculum  has  been  revised,  and  courses  ar- 
ranged leading- to  the  following  degrees:  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of 
Science,  Bachelor  of  Civil  Engineering,  Bachelor  of  Literature  and  Bach- 
elor of  Pedagogy.  The  A.  B.  Course  is  so  arrang-ed  that  ministerial 
students,  and  others  if  they  desire  it,  can  give  four  years  to  the  study  of 
Greek,  instead  of  three  j'cars,  as  heretofore. 

In  addition  to  these  coVlegiate  courses  there  are  also  a  Preparatory 
course  and  a  Business  course.  It  is  believed  that  these  seven  courses  will 
be  sufficient  to  meet  all  ordinary  demands. 

FINANCIAL   STATEMENT. 

The  present  bonded  indebtedness  is  $20,000  with  all  interest  paid  to 
date,  and  our  floating  debt  is  the  same  as  last  year,  $13,612,  with  the 
accrued  interest  for  the  past  year.  We  still  hold  a  larg-e  number  of 
notes  made  by  brethren  to  the  college  which  are  largely  out  of  date  but 
are  morally  binding.  The  payment  of  these  notes  would  enable  us  to 
greatly  reduce  our  floating  debt. 

Your  board  is  thoroug-hl)'  convinced  that  the  entire  indebtedness  of 
the  college  must  be  removed  as  speedilj-  as  possible.  The  present  burden 
upon  the  faculty  cannot  be  borne  except  temporarily.  Within  the  next 
two  years  the  college  debt  should  be  a  thing- of  the  past,  and  if  our  forces 
can  be  put  to  work  there  is  no  reason  why  this  g-reatly  to  be  desired 
result  cannot  be  achieved.  The  Judson,  freed  from  her  oppressive  debt, 
and  rejoicing  over  unexampled  pros])erity,  has  entered  upon  a  career  of 
usefulness  such  as  will  come  to  the  Howard  when  once  its  burden  of  debt 
has  been  removed.  We  therefore  recommend  1st,  That  an  immediate 
effort  be  made  for  the  payment  of  the  entire  indebtedness  of  Howard 
College.  2nd,  That  this  indebtedness  be  prorated  among-  the  Baptist 
Associations  of  the  State  by  your  Convention.  3rd,  That  a  definite  time, 
in  the  near  future,  be  fixed  by  the  Convention  for  the  inaug-uration  of 
this  movement.  4th,  That  the  moderators  of  the  several  associations  be 
charged  with  the  supervision  of  the  vrork  among  their  churches.  5th, 
That  a  strong  financial  agent  be  put  in  the  field,  whose  business  it  shall 
be  to  supervise  the  work  in  the  entire  State.  6th,  That  every  Baptist 
church  be  requested  to  make  Howard  Colleg-e  one  of  the  denominational 
interests  to  be  reg-ularly  and  svsteniatically  fostered.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MINISTERIAL  EDUCATION. 

As  a  report  is  not  expected  to  present  exhortation  and  argument,  we 
will  address  ourselves  at  once  to  the  facts  and  figures  of  our  report. 
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1.     AS  TO  MINISTERIAL  STUDENTS  IN  HOWARD  COLLEGE. 

Last  session  there  were  thirty-two  ministerial  students  in  Howard  Col- 
leg^e;  the  present  session  there  are  twenty-one.  This  falling-  off  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  your  body  at  its  last  session  passed  a  resolution  limiting-  the 
beneficiaries  of  the  Board  to  those  who  were  prepared  to  enter  the  Fresh- 
man Class.  This  action  your  Board  deems  wise  as  there  is  no  economy  in 
giving  primary  education  at  college  rates.  Of  the  twentj'-one  students 
present  this  session  fifteen  are  boarding  in  college,  six  are  living  out  of 
college;  seven  are  paying  their  own  board  in  fiill,  eight  are  paying  a  part 
of  their  board;  ten  have  regular  preaching  stations,  five  preach  occasion- 
ally; three  are  in  the  Senior  Class,  five  in  the  Junior,  seven  in  the  Sopho- 
more and  six  in  the  Freshman. 

2.     OUR  STUDENTS  IN  THE  SEMINARY. 

Last  session  there  were  twelve  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary.     This  year  there  are  thirteen. 

In  the  Treasurer's  report  it  will  be  seen  that  only  a  small  amount  has 
been  contributed  to  the  Seminary  through  your  Board  of  Ministerial  Edu- 
cation, hence  we  suppose  the  churches  have  been  making  their  contribu- 
tions to  the  student's  fund  in  the  Seminary  direct.  We  would  suggest  that 
the  churches  make  their  contributions  to  the  Seminary  through  the  organ- 
ized channels  of  the  State  Convention,  as  only  in  this  way  can  a  complete 
report  be  given  of  the  work  done.

REPORT    OF    THE    INSTITUTE    BOARD. 

In   profound  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  his  mercy  vouchsafed 
unto   us  and  for  His  manifest  blessing  upon  our  work  we  take  pleasure  in 
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the  privileg-e  of  making-  to  you  this  our  first  annual  report  of  the  Institute 
Board. 

CREATION  OF  THE  BOARD. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  this  Board  was  created  at  the  sug-gfestion 
of  the  State  Board  of  Missions  and  therefore  had  its  origin  in  the  council 
of  some  of  our  wisest  and  best  men.  Our  members,  in  response  to  this  call 
of  duty,  assumed  cheerfully  the  solemn  responsibility  thus  imposed  and 
addressed  themselves   faithfull^^  to  a  prosecution  of   the  work  involved. 

THE  SPHERE  OF  WORK. 

The  following  denominational  statistics,  disclosing  its  status  in  the 
State,  uncover  to  us  the  sphere  of  the  work  assigned  with  imperative 
demand  for  its  prosecution.  We  have  in  Alabama,  1,017  white  Baptist 
preachers.  Of  this  number  about  130  have  had  t  he  training  of  the  schools, 
(Colleg-es  and  Seminaries)  leaving-  more  than  850  of  our  Ministry  un- 
reached by  our  Institutions  of  learning.  Again,  we  have  in  the  State 
1,720  white  Baptist  churches.  Of  this  number  500  or  less  contribute  all 
the  moneys  to  the  treasuries  of  our  Boards,  leaving  not  less  than  1.200 
Baptist  churches  in  the  State  unenlisted  and  untouched  by  our  organized 
agencies.  Ag-ain,  we  have  125,000  white  Baptist  members  in  Alabama, 
less  than  20,000  of  whom  contribute  to  our  denominational  work  as  repre- 
sented by  our  Boards,  leaving  more  than  100,000  of  our  number  unenlisted 
in  our  organized  struggles  to  plant  the  truth  in  the  g-reat  fields  of  the 
world.  With  more  than  850  preachers  unreached  by  our  eftorts  at  Min- 
isterial training-,  with  more  than  1,200  churches  untoucVied  by  our  plans 
and  methods,  and  more  than  100,000  of  our  members  idle  as  regards  our 
org-anized  work,  we  thus  have  revealed  unttj  us  the  denominational  con- 
ditions that  appeal  to  our  Board  for  help,  and  supply  unto  it  'the  field  of 
its  effort.  How  to  reach,  enlist  and  move  this  hitherto  untouched  vol- 
ume of  our  strength  is   the   prime  question   before   us  for  solution. 

REACHING  THE   PREACHERS  ON  THE  FIELD. 

Reaching  the  ministry  on  the  field  and  in  their  homes  with  helpful 
training,  in  the  opinion  (jf  the  Board,  is  the  best  and  quickest  solution  of 
this  problem.  With  all  the  effort  hitherto  made  by  our  schools  the  fact 
remains  that  three-fourths  of  our  ministry  remain  unhelped  b^-  us.  The 
schools  have  helped  only  the  young  men  in  their  training  while  those 
who  were  unable  from  any  cause  to  take  a  course  in  their  halls  have  been 
wholly  barred  the  benefits  of  their  instruction.  This  element  of  our 
ministry  represents  the  bone  and  sinew  of  our  denomination.  The  con- 
viction of  dutj'  to  preach  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ  fires  their 
hearts  and  they  are  forced  on  beneath  heavy  burdens  and  amid  bewilder- 
ing- difficulties  to  do  the  Lord's  work  in  feeding  the  flocks  of  God  and  in 
breaking  the  bread  of  life  to  a  dying-  world.  They  cannot  be  displaced. 
Their  living  is  so  poor  their  places  are  not  wanted.  And  vet  many  of  the 
Lord's  best  gifts  are  among-  them.  Hitherto  the  denomination  has  ex- 
tended to  them  no  help  and  the  Institute  Board  is  the  only  helping  hand 
extended  them  now,  and  if  reached  at  all  it  must  be  done  through  this 
agency.  This  element  of  our  pulpit  force  will  ever  remain  large  because 
a  large  proportion  of  our  ministry  enters  this  t^jihere  of  life  from  other 
calling-s  after  married  and  settled  in  life  and  they  are  thus  too  late  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  educational  facilities  the  schools  supply.  Their  neg-lect 
accounts  largely  for  the  prevailing  denominational  conditions  outlined  in 
this  report.  In  extending-  to  them  real  help  they  are  made  to  feel  the 
pulsatifjns  of  our  sympathy'  and  k^ve,  and  are  thus  claimed  and  enlisted, 
and  through  them  a  spiritual  u])lift  is  brought  to  the  churches  and  through 
these  the  world  is  reached  and  moved. 
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METHODS   OF   WORK. 

Three  methods  have  been  used  in  prosecttting-  the  work.  1.  In- 
stitutes— Nine  of  these  have  been  held  during-  the  year:  At  Danville, 
Sylacaug-a,  Opelika,  Daviston,  Guin,  Brockville,  Frankville.  Rehoboth 
and  Albertville,  attended  by  133  preachers.  The  program  usually  em- 
braced preaching-  and  lectures  on  Bible  doctrine,  sermon  making-,  church 
g-overnment,  ministerial  work  and  a  wide  circle  of  relig-ious  topics  bear- 
ing on  the  life  and  work  of  the  preacher.  The  work  was  done  by  the 
superintendent  and  by  the  man3'  brethren  on  the  respective  fields.  The 
policy  of  the  Board  has  been  to  hold  Institutes  only  where  the  brethren  on 
the  held  had  taken  the  iniative  and  organized  for  the  work.  This  policy 
will  be  continued  and  the  brethren  in  everj'  section  of  the  State  are  re- 
quested to  organize  the  work  and  thus  co-operate  with  the  Board.  Com- 
mittees on  organization  were  appointed  in  all  the  meeting-s  held  and  also 
in  many  of  our  associational  gatherings  looking  to  the  future  of  the 
work.  The  sphere  of  effort  is  rapidly  widening  while  the  work  is  held  in 
growing  power  and  appreciation.  The  Institutes  not  only  bring  together 
and  unify  the  ministrj,-,  equipping  them  with  material  and  methods  of 
work  inspiring  them  with  fresh  impulse  to  do  nobler  things  for  God,  but 
the  meetings  are  also  often  attended  by  the  leading  members  of  the 
adjacent  churches  and  large  cong-regations  who  are  led  into  the  merits 
of  the  work  and  an  appropriation  of  the  benefits  it  imparts.  No  less  than 
15  Institutes,  judiciously  located  in  the  different  sections  of  the  State, 
should  be  held  during  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  The  Correspondence  Course. — Another  method  of  our  work  is  in- 
struction given  through  the  mails  in  the  principles  of  Scriptural  Exposi- 
tion. This  work  was  begun  in  January  and  concluded  on  the  1st  of  May 
with  26  Matriculates.  The  roll  for  next  term  now  numbers  83,  from  most 
all  sections  of  the  State  and  from  all  g-rades  of  ministerial  training. 

3.  The  Sermonizer. — The  publication  of  the  paper  is  the  third  method 
of  our  work.  The  Sermonizer  is  the  organ  of  the  Board,  is  special  and 
technical  in  character,  supplies  a  ministerial  want  and  is  a  necessity  to 
the  successful  work  of  the  Board.  2,000  copies  are  published  monthly 
whioh  g^o  into  all  parts  of  the  State  and  into  other  States.  Wisely  man- 
aged it  will  pay  expenses  this  year  and  in  future  bring  to  the  Board  a  rev- 
enue. This  triple  method  is  thoroughly  org-anized  and  by  it  the  work 
successfully  inaugurated.  In  this  equipment  the  Board  is  now  prepared 
for  an  onward  movement  which  we  believe  will  result  in  a  great  denomi- 
national uplift.  To  this  end  we  affectionately  ask  for  larger  contribu- 
tions by  which  the  number  of  laborers  may  be  increased,  the  whole  field 
covered  and  the  work  effectively  done,

REPORT    OF    BOARD*  OF    TRUSTEES    OF    JUDSON    INSTITUTE. 

We,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  bring  before  you  our  report  for  the  session 
of  1897-8,  being  the  sixtieth  annual  session  of  the  Institute.  It  has  been 
one  of  the  most  brilliant  and  successful  3'ears  and  we  feel  that  the 
denomination  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  prosperous  condition  of  the 
school  and  the  great  work  it  is  doing  for  education  and  religion.  Being 
now  free  from  debt,  it  is  on  a  solid  foundation,  and  your  efforts  can  be 
directed  to  strengthening,  enlarging,  and  building  up. 

We  already  see  the  Judson  acknowledged  as  the 

STANDARD  OF    EXCELLENCE, 

for  other  schools  only  claim  for  themselves  "We  offer  as  good  advan- 
tages as  the  Judson."  We  are  glad  to  report  moreover,  that  a  wide  and 
general  interest  is  felt  in  our  school  not  onU'  in  Alabama,  but  also  in 
adjoining  States. 

During  the  last  session  168  pupils  were  enrolled,  117  of  whom  were 
boarders.  Twentj'-two  officers  and  teachers  were  employed  in  the  differ- 
ent departments  representing  all  the  branches  of  a  finished  education. 
The  quality  of  the  work  done  was  thorough,  excellent  and  of  high  grade, 
judging  by  the  unanimous  and  hearty  reports  of  satisfaction  and  admi- 
ration from  both  patrons  and  distinguished  parties.  We  notice  with 
great  pleasure  the  ardent  enthusiasm  of  Alumna;,  patrons,  pupils  and 
friends. 

To  the   President,  Robert  G.  Patrick,  D.  D.,   we   must  ascribe  special 
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credit  for  this  g-eneral  interest  and  increased  prosperity.  We  can  say 
with  truth  that  his  judgment,  tact  and  sanctified  common  sense  have 
g-ained  pupils  and  friends  for  our  school  wherever  he  has  gone;  and  we 
feel  that  Grod  has  specially  blessed  us  in  appointing  him  to  this  work. 
We  most  highly  commend  his  excellent  management  of  the  school  during 
the  session,  his  skill  in  selecting  teachers  to  recommend  to  us  for  election, 
and  his  ability  in  conducting  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Judson. 

COMMENCEMENT  OF  1897-8. 

The  session  was  fittingly  closed  by  a  most  brilliant  Commencement 
June  2,  1898.  On  this  occasion  we  conferred  degrees  upon  twenty-three 
young  ladies;  three  graduates  in  music,  one  in  elocution,  four  electic 
graduates  and  fifteen  full  graduates. 

HEALTH. 

In  consideration  of  a  few  cases  of  low  fever  which  occurred  in  the 
school  last  session,  we  appointed  a  committee,  of  which  Dr.  C.  A.  Wilker- 
son  was  chairman,  to  examine  thoroughly  the  entire  premises  in  order  to 
see  if  there  were  any  local  cause  for  the  sickness,  and  to  spare  neither 
pains  nor  expense  to  remove  it,  if  such  existed.  After  a  careful  and 
thorough  examination,  no  such  cause  was  found. 

And  yet  we  appointed  this  same  committee  to  have  the  entire  build- 
ing and  premises  completely  cleaned,  repaired  and  put  in  perfect  sanitary 
condition.  This  has  been  conscientiously  and  admirably  done:  and  we 
can  now  say  that  no  building  in  the  State  is  in  better  condition  for  health 
and  comfort  than  the  Judson  Institute. 

The  fare,  the  rooms,  the  service  and  the  grounds  for  recreation  are 
unsurpassed  in  any  school. 

GIFTS  TO    THE  JUDSON. 

We  take  great  pleasure  in  reporitng  the  gi£ts  which  have  been  made 
to  the  Judson  during  the  past  year  through  the  wise  efforts  of  our  Presi- 
dent, Dr.  Patrick: 

First,  the  complete  equipment  of  the  Art  Department,  making  it 
superior  to  any  other  in  the  South. 

Second,  a  fund  to  furnish  the  Reading  Room  with  the  best  maga- 
zines and  periodicals. 

Third,  a  sum  for  a  new  Physical  Culture  Hall  and  its  equipment. 

We  here  express  our  thanks  to  these  friends  of  the  Judson  who  have 
so  generously  and  effectively  shown  their  interest,  but  who  modestly  wish 
their  names  to  be  withheld. 

It  is  our  hope  and  endeavor  to  make  the  Judson  the  very  best  school 
that  can  be,  and  to  this  end  we  have  enlarged  the  course  of  study  to  some 
extent  already;  we  wish  to  keep  it  abreast  of  the  times  and  to  furnish 
facilities  for  continual  growth  and  improvement. 

NEW  SESSION. 

Already  160  names  have  been  enrolled,  of  whom  120  are  boarders — a 
large  increase  over  the  numbers  of  this  time  last  year.  Owing  to  the 
worn  condition  of  some  of  the  practice  pianos  and  the  increased  demand 
from  the  greater  number  of  pupils,  your  Board  has  bought  twenty  new 
pianos  for  practice  and  one  large  Concert  Grand  piano  for  use  in  the 
recitals  and  concerts.  These,  with  seven  new  ones  bought  last  year, 
supply  the  present  demand  of  the  pupils.  But  oiir  music  department  is 
now  full. 

We  regret  to  report  that  the  Judson  has  lost  one  of  its   most  efficient 
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teachers  by  the  death  of  Miss  Ida  Z.  McMillan,  the  principal  of  the  Art 
Department.  She  was  a  woman  of  rare  gifts,  excellent  attainments  and 
unusual  grace  and  beautj^  of  character.  We  have  expressed  elsewhere 
our  high  estimate  of  her  worth  to  the  institution,  and  our  grief  at  her 
death.  We  regard  ourselves  as  fortunate  in  securing  to  fill  the  vacancy 
Miss  lyaura  B.  Parsons,  who  studied  two  3'ears  in  the  famous  conserva- 
tories of  Munich,  Germany. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENT. 

Since  our  last  report  before  you,  all  the  current  expenses  have  been 
paid  pi'omptlv,  and  we  have  expended  in  addition  the  sum  of  $6,312.81. 
Of  this  amount  $3,000  was  paid  to  Bro.  J.  C.  Bush  on  the  loan  of  $4,000 
reported  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention;  and  the  remainder, 
$3,312.81,  was  expended  in  improvements,  equipments  and  permanent 
additions  to  the  property.  This  is  a  financial  showing  which  we  can  but 
regard  as  remarkable. 

In  view  of  this  showing,  in  view  of  the  high  standard  of  Judson 
scholarship,  in  view  of  the  prestige  and  influence,  and  of  the  wonderful 
work  it  has  already  accomplished,  we  say  the  Judson  ought  now  to  have 
an  endowment.  The  foundation  is  laid  broad  and  deep,  and  on  this  basis 
we  believe  that  an  ideal  college  for  girls  can  be  erected. 

We  hope  that  the  Convention  will  seriously  and  favorably  consider 
this  request.

REPORT  ON   THE  ORPHANAGE. 

With  feelings  of  profound  reverence  and  humble  gratitude  to  God 
we  submit  this  our  sixth  annual  report.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact 
that  b}'  reason  of  the  postponement  of  the  time  for  holding  the  last  Con- 
vention this  report  embraces  only  eleven  months,  to-wit:  from  December 
1st,  1897,  to  Nov.  1st,  1898.  Since  last  report  we  have  received  ten  boys 
and  seventeen  girls,  twenty-seven  in  all.  Since  the  home  was  established 
we  have  received  forty-five  boys  and  fiftj^-six  girls,  total  101,  from  twenty- 
two  (22)  counties  as  follows:  Autauga,  2;  Barbour,  3;  Bibb,  2;  Butler,  3; 
Chambers,  3;  Conecuh,  2;  Covington,  8;  Elmore,  2;  Escambia,  11;  Jeffer- 
son, 12;  Lee,  10;  Limestone,  1;  Marengo,  4;  Monroe,  4;  Montgomery,  5; 
Pike,  2;  Russell,  1;  Talladega,  8;   Tallapoosa,  2;  Tuscaloosa,  9;  Walker,  6. 

There  have  gone  from  the  home  forty-two  as  follows:

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Leaving-  in  the  home,  twenty-two  boys  and  thirty-seven  girls,  a 
total  of  fifty-nine. 

Our  average  number  for  this  year  has  been  fifty  children,  and  the 
average  cost  $5.24  per  month,  which  we  think  will  compare  favorably 
with  any  similar  institution  in  the  United  States.  We  have  made  a  larger 
crop  of  field  and  garden  products  this  year  than  we  have  ever  before 
made.  We  have  made  many  valuable  and  much  needed  improvements, 
adding  not  only  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  those  who  were  already 
in  the  home,  but  also  providing  room  for  more,  appealing  to  us  for  shelter. 
A  detailed  statement  of  expenditures  in  this  behalf  will  be  shown  in  the 
report  of  the  financial  Secretary. 

The  attention  of  the  Convention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  there  are 
two  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  caused  by  the  removal  from  the 
State  of  Rev.  Dr.  P.  T.  Hale  whose  term  expires  in  1901  and  the  resigna- 
tion on  account  of  ill  health,  of  Mr.  Abner  Williams  whose  term  expires 
in  1903,  and  we  recommend  that  these  vacancies  be  filled  at  this  Con- 
vention. On  the  20th  of  October  last  the  home  was  formally  dedicated 
with  appropriate  services,  in  which  prominent  brethren  from  different 
sections  of  the  State  took  part  and  added  much  to  the  interest  of  the 
occasion.  We  deeply  regretted  the  unavoidable  absence  of  others  who 
were  expected. 

A  wholesome  family  government  has  been  exercised  as  in  the  past 
— the  children  have  been  faithfully  cared  for,  kept  clean,  w^ell  fed, 
taught  proper  habits,  loved  and  made  happy.  They  are  required  to  attend 
Sunday  School  and  church,  and  religious  services  are  reg-ularly  held  in 
the  home.  "We  are  dealing  with  character.  We  are  sowing  seed.  We 
are  trying  to  undermine  the  dangerous  classes.  We  are  turning  the  rivu- 
lets of  human  possibilities  into   the  river  of  life." 

We  ask  the  prayers  of  God's  people,  the  co-operation  of  men  and 
women,  boys  and  girls,  the  coiitrilautions  of  rich  and  poor,  that  our 
seventh  year  may  be  far  more  fruitful  for  good  than  this.

REPORT    OF    DIRECTORS. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention 
met  on  February  3,  1898,  in  the  city  of  Selma,  Ala.,  at  the  office  of  H.  S. 
D.  Mallory,  on  call  of  the  President  of  the  Convention. 

A  quorum  being-  present,  H.  S.  D.  Mallory  -was  called  to  the  chair,  the 
President  being-  absent,  and  T.  M.  Johnson  was  elected  Secretary  of  the 
meeting-.  The  Board  met  for  the  purpose  of  considering  and  acting  upon 
a  request  made  bj'  the  Baptist  church  at  Greensboro,  Ala.,  to  convey  on 
the  part  of  the  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention  to  Mrs.  Jennie  M. 
Hardy,  -widow  of  Rev.  A.  R.  Hardy,  a  part  of  the  lot  in  the  town  of 
Greensboro  belong-ing  to  said  Convention,  namel\%  so  much  of  said  lot  as 
is  described  as  follows,  to-wit: 

That  certain  part  of  said  lot  owned  by  the  Alabama  Baptist  State 
Convention,  commencing  at  a  point  on  Centreville  street  in  the  town  of 
Greensboro,  Hale  county,  Alabama,  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  feet  north 
of  the  south-west  corner  of  the  lot  convej^ed  to  the  Alabama  Baptist  State 
Convention  by  D.  \V.  Taylor,  et  al;  thence  run  north  along-  the  east  side 
of  said  Centreville  street  seventy'  feet  to  the  lot  owned  by  Mrs.  A.  Simon; 
thence  east  along"  the  line  between  the  lots  of  the  said  Mrs.  A.  Simon  and 
the  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention  one  hundred  and  twentj'-four  feet  to 
the  lot  owned  in  his  lifetime  by  James  M.  Jack;  thence  south  along  the 
line  of  the  lot  of  the  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention  seventy  feet;

twenty-four  feet,  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

And  it  appearing  that  the  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention,  at  its 
session  held  in  the  town  of  East  Lake,  Ala.,  in  the  month  of  December, 
1897,  did  refer  the  said  business  to  this  Board  and  request  this  Board  to 
make  said  deed  with  or  without  a  valuable  consideration,  if  in  their  judg- 
ment it  was  proper  so  to  do;  and  the  said  Baptist  church  at  Greensboro, 
Ala.,  at  a  conference  thereof  held  on  the  19th  day  of  December,  1897,  did 
again  resolve  that  it  was  the  wish  of  said  church  that  said  lot  be  con- 
veyed to  the  said  Mrs.  Jennie  M.  Hardy  as  a  gratuity-:  it  was  thereupon 

Resolved,  By  said  Board  of  Directors  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board 
that  a  deed  be  made  to  her,  wthout  valuable  consideration,  conveying  to 
her  all  the  rig-ht,  title,  and  interest  of  the  said  Alabama  Baptist  State 
Convention  in  and  to  said  lot  of  land  but  without  warranty  of  any  sort; 
and  it  was  thereupon  resolved  that  said  deed  be  made,  and  that  the  name 
of  the  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention  be  signed  to  the  same  by  Wil- 
liam C.  Cleveland,  the  President  of  said  Convention,  who  will  execute  the 
same  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  said  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention 
and  that  said  deed  thereupon  be  delivered  to  the  said  Mrs.  Jennie  M.  Hardy.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY    SCHOOLS. 

Sunday  School  work  is,  or  should  be,  the  study  of  the  Bible  by  Chris- 
tians and  their  fainilies,  together  with  all  they  can  influence  to  join  with 
them.  It  is  a  delightful  and  profitable  exercise,  resulting  in  good  when 
pursued  in  the  right  spirit,  strengthening  Christian  faith;  instructing 
them  in  their  work  in  all  the  departments  of  life;  and  leading  to  convic- 
tion for  sin  and  conversion  to  God  of  the  unsaved. 

Baptists,  of  all  people,  ought  to  be  the  strongest  advocates  of  the 
Sunday  School  and  most  earnest  workers  therein,  since  they  so  strongly 
and  so  rightly  insist  on  the  Bible  alone  as  the  exponent  of  their  faith 
and  the  rule  of  their  practice.  Thej-  have  ever  insisted  that  it  was  the 
duty  of  the  people  to  be  acquainted  with  the  Word  of  God,  even  before 
Sunday  School  work  and  organization  assumed  any  of  its  present  form. 
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They  have  not  been  backward  in  bringing-  about  present  attainments  in 
this  great  and  growing  work. 

Notwithstanding  the  charge  so  often  brought  against  them  of  not  car- 
ing for  the  spiritual  interest  of  children,  because  they  would  not  baptize 
those  who  are  unregenerated,  they  have  been  side  by  side  with  the  fore- 
most, if  not  in  the  lead,  in  those  movements  that  have  led  and  are  lead- 
ing to  the  grand  achievements  along  these  lines.  Wm.  Fox,  a  Baptist 
deacon,  was  the  helper  and  companion  of  Robt.  Raikes  in  the  Sunday 
School  vs^ork  in  England,  which  paved  the  way  for  the  work  as  now  car- 
ried on.  Before  the  work  had  made  almost  any  progress  in  the  United 
States,  a  Baptist  church  in  Baltimore,  as  early  as  1804,  established  a  Sun- 
day school  that  has  continued  a  record  to  the  present.  Some  Baptists  of 
Philadelphia,  in  1806,  started  a  Sunday  School  that  has  lived  until  now. 
The  first  Sunday  School  west  of  the  Mississippi  river  was  begun  by  two 
Baptists,  a  Mr..  Peck  and  his  associate.  In  the  "far  West,"  where  St. 
Paul  now  stands,  a  Miss  Bishop,  a  Baptist  lady,  started  the  first  Sunday 
School  in  this  great  Western  empire.  Miss  Ball,  a  Baptist  woman,  aided 
afterward  by  Mr.  Rowland,  in  1829,  laid  the  foundation  of  what  is  now 
the  "Infant  Department"  of  the  work.  B.  F.  Jacobs,  a  noble  Baptist 
deacon,  was  the  mover,  and  is  still  a  very  vital  force,  in  the  widespread 
"International"  movement,  and  brought  about  the  adoption  of  the  "In- 
ternational Series"  of  Sunday  School  Lessons,  now  almost  universally 
studied. 

The  Baptists  own  and  operate  one  of  the  finest  agencies  in  the  world 
for  furnishing  helps  in  the  study  of  the  Bible,  and  which  has  planted 
and  is  planting  more  Sunday  Schools  than  any  other  one  agency  in 
America  or  the  world,  the  American  Baptist  Publication  Society.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  the  Society  furnished  about  forty  millions  of  Sunday 
School  periocMcals.  Its  chapel  cars  are  planting  schools  all  the  while  in 
the  whole  West.  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  also  an  agent, 
through  its  Sunday  School  Board,  accomplishing  a  great  work  in  this 
line.  There  are  other  agencies  under  the  control  of  Baptists  that  are 
doing  similar  work,  among  which  the  Publishing  House  of  the  Negro 
Baptists  is  worthy  of  mention  as  a  fosterer  and  builder  of  such  schools. 
These  things,  with  others  that  might  be  mentioned,  show  that  Baptists 
are  not  behind  others  in  this  sacred  work. 

There  are  in  the  United  States  22,529  Baptist  Sunday  Schools,  with 
an  enrollment  of  officers,  teachers,  ifnd  scholars  of  1,801,053.  There  are 
in  Alabama,  among  white  Baptists  744  schools  with  an  enrollment  of 
39,827,  and  of  white  and  negro  schools  1,016,  with  an  enrollment  of  62,700. 
There  are  in  the  Southern  States  9,770  Sunday  Schools  among  the  white 
Baptists,  and  an  enrollment  of  611,612. 

There  is  an  earnest  set  of  workers  in  Alabama  trj'ing  to  get  the  State 
thoroughly  organized  in  this  work,  and  they  report  a  Count}'  Convention 
existing  in  every  county,  and  they  are  rapidly  organizing  the  beats  into 
conventions,  hoping  thereby  to  secure  a  Sunday  School  in  every  place 
where  it  is  possible  to  maintain  one.  Their  last  report  at  hand  shows  the 
entire  number  of  Sunday  Schools  in  the  State,  of  all  denominations,  to 
be  8,850,  with  an  enrollment  of  228,965,  and  for  the  United  States  132,697 
schools,  and  an  enrollment  of  12,288,153,  or  abput  one  half  that  are  in 
the  world. 

Of  the  24.919,313  in  Sunday  Schools  in  the  world,  21,875,652  are  in 
English  speaking  countries.  This  speaks  well  for  the  people  of  which 
we  are  a  part,  and  shows  that  the  evangelization  of  the  world  is  largely 
dependent  upon  our  people,  and  ought  to  so  unite  us  that  war  among 
English  speaking  peoples  should  never  be  thought  of. 

While  this  looks  large  and  is  encouraging,  yet  there  is  a  shady  side  to 
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it.  There  are  in  Alabaitia  1.739  white  Baptist  churches,  and  onU'  744 
Sunday  Schools  reported  among-  them,  leaving-  995.  or  more  than  half 
without  one.  In  all  the  South  we  have  18,922  Baptist  churches  (white), 
and  only  9,770  schools,  or  about  half  as  many  schools  as  churches.  The 
total  membership  in  white  Baptist  churches.  South,  is  1,562,906,  and  onU- 
611,612  enrollment  in  their  schools.  It  appears  that  if  we  properly  appre- 
ciated the  work  and  our  obligations,  that  there  would  be  more  in  Sundaj' 
School  than  in  church  membership;  for  all  members  who  are  able  oug-ht 
to  attend  and  bring  their  children  and  as  many  others  as  could  be  influ- 
enced to  come. 

Allow  another  comparison.  Alabama  shows  a  membership  of  white 
Baptists  of  124,757,  with  an  enrollment  of  39,821  in  her  Sunday  schools, 
while  South  Carolina  has  only  93,877  members,  and  an  enrollment  in  the 
schools  of  46,501.  Is  there  any  reason  why  South  Carolina  should  so 
excel  Alabama? 

In  our  State  we  have  eleven  associations  that  do  not  report  a  sing-le 
Sunday  school,  and  fifteen  others  that  report  only  four  or  less  than  four 
each.  These  things  ought  not  so  to  be,  and  it  will  be  wise  and  Christ- 
like on  the  part  of  the  Convention  to  bring  about  an  improvement  along- 
this  line. 

Your  committee  would,  however,  close  by  expressing  their  pleasure 
in  being-  able  to  show  so  much  done.  This  is  a  wonderful  improvement 
on  what  could  have  been  shown  thirty  years  ag-o,  but  if  those  who  appre- 
ciate the  importance  of  this  work  bestir  themselves,  the  next  decade  will 
show  more  advancement  than    the  past  three  decades    have  done. 

Your  committee  would,   in   conclusion,  ask    the  State  Board  of  Mis- 
sions to   consider  the  subject  of   putting-  a  live    Sundaj-  school    worker 
into   the  associations  that  are  doing    little  or    nothing-  in  this  g-ood  work, 
and  see  if  a  chang-e  for  the   better  cannot  be  broug-ht  about.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

Through  their  committee,  (the  Foreign  Mission  Board  at  Richmond, 
Va.,)  Southern  Baptists  are  supporting  preachers  of  the  Gospel  in  China, 
Africa,  Italy,  Mexico,  Brazil  and  Japan.  In  the  hitherto  darker,  and 
least  promising  countries  the  light  is  increasing,  the  day  is  dawning. 
During  the  past  year,  good  work  has  been  done,  and  steady  progress  made 
on  all  the  fields,  unless  it  be  in  Mexico,  where  the  mission  cause  has  suf- 
fered loss  from  resignation  of  workers.  However,  much  good  has  been 
accomplished    in    Mexico. 

Missionaries  have  been  made  to  rejoice  over  the  large  numbers  added 
to  the  churches  and  the  new  centers  of  interest  opened  to  the  heralds  of 
salvation,  in  numerous  instances.  This  has  been  signalU^  true  in  China 
and  Brazil.  There  were  701  baptisms  in  connection  with  our  work  on 
the  foreign    fields   last  year. 
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The  total  receipts  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for  the  Convention 
year  were  $124,249.69.  Of  this  amount,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
raised  $21,633.51.  While  the  Board  was  enabled  to  go  up  to  the  Conven- 
tion with  all  indebtedness  removed,  let  us  remember  that  the  interest 
account  for  the  year  amounted  to  $2,020.68.  We  should  not  lose  sight 
of  the  fact  that  the  cancellation  of  all  indebtedness  was  in  part  due  to 
retrenchment  in  the  work,  and  that  the  expenses  of  the  Board  are  con- 
tinuous. 

Alabama,  our  own  fair  State,  teeming  with  Baptists  119,454  strong, 
gave  last  year  to  Foreign  Missions  the  small  sum  of  $5,950.74.  Breth- 
ren, is  this  the  best  Alabama  can  do?  We  are  rich  in  wood  and  water, 
in  minerals  and  ores,  in  soil  and  climate,  in  mercantile  trade  and  farming 
interests,  in  churches  and  members,  and  in  happv  homes  and  joyous 
hopes.  Surely,  our  resources  are  exhaustless,  our  opportunities  are 
abundant,  and  our  responsibility  is  fearful.  L,et  us  be  awake  to  a  full 
sense  of  the  situation    and  be  about  our  Master's    business. 

The  great  work  of  Missions  is  to  preach  the  Gospel.  It  may  be  nec- 
essary to  give  attention  to  some  minor  things.  But  our  chief  business  is 
to  proclaim  glad  tidings  of  great  joy  to  all  peoples.  The  Gospel,  the 
gracious  Gospel,  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation. 

The  great  Held  of  missionary  operation  is  the  world,  the  whole  world. 
Some  people  are  too  far-sighted  in  religious  work.  They  are  ready  to  ig- 
nore all  practical  duties  at  hand  and  rush  into  the  islands  of  sea.  Others 
are  too  near-sighted.  They  can  see  nothing  unless  it  comes  under  their 
noses.  Beginning  at  Jerusalem  and  extending  to  the  uttermost  parts  of 
the  earth  is  the  Gospel  plan  of  witnessing  for  Christ.  Out  of  this  grows 
the  great  doctrine  of  foreign  missions.  The  whole  world  is  the  field  of 
missionary  operation. 

The  true  ground  for  all  missionary  work  is  the  authoritative  commis- 
sion, the  loving  command,  of  our  blessed  Lord.  The  lost  condition  of  men 
without  the  Gospel,  the  gracious  effects  of  the  work  upon  Christians  them- 
selves, and  other  things,  may  have  their  weight.  But  we  need  to  come 
down  to  the  granite  rock  of  duty,  and  of  obedience  to  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Ought  we  not  to  realize  that  the  words  of  the  Savior:  "Why  call 
ye  me.  Lord,  Lord,  and  do  not  the  things  which  I  say?"  have  strong  appli- 
cation in  his  command  to  his  people  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  all  the  na- 
tions. Obedience  to  Christ  is  the  rock  on  which  this  work  rests.  The 
command  of  our  Lord  is  the  true  ground  upon  which  all  our  mission  work 
is  based. 

The  great  motive  in  missions  is  love  for  Christ.  Love  for  Christ 
comprehends  those  for  whom  Christ  died,  and  a  burning  desire  to  do  what 
Christ  says.  "If  you  love  me,  keep  my  commandments,"  are  gracious 
words  from  the  gracious  lips  of  our  glorified  Redeemer. 

The  children  of  God  form  the  great  agency  einployed  by  the  Holy 
Spirit  in  doing  mission  work.  Preaching  power  resides  in  the  churches. 
God  has  made  His  people  the  custodians  of  the  Gospel.  He  has  commis- 
sioned them  to  tell  it  to  the  world.  When  the  disciples  of  ^he  Lord  Jesus 
are  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit  all  nations, as  on  the  day  of  Pentecost,  will 
hear  them  speaking,  each  in  its  own  tongue,  the  glorious  things  of  God. 
If  the  world  is  ever  evangelized,  God's  people  must  do  it.  "How  shall 
they  call  on  him  in  whom  they  have  not  believed?  and  how  shall  they 
believe  in  him  of  whom  they  have  not  heard?  and  how  shall  they  hear 
without  a  preacher?  and  how  shall  they  preach  except  they  be  sent?" 

The  great  hindrance  to  mission  work  is  a  want  of  self-denial,  and  of 
whole  hearted  consecration  on  the  part  of  those  who  profess  to  love  the 
Lord.  It  is  true  that  false  religions  and  superstitions  that  are  hoary 
with  age  stand  in  the  way.  The  languages  of  heathen  nations  are  to  be 
learned  and  their  customs  and  habits  studied.     It  is  true   that    only    very 
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slow  progress  in  evang-elization  can  be  hoped  for  in  many  places.  Many 
other  difficulties  and  hindrances  mig-ht  be  enumerated,  but  the  greatest  of 
all  obstacles  is  a  want  of  complete  surrender  to  Christ,  and  of  self-denj'- 
ing-  service  for  Christ  of  those  who  lay  claim  to  the  name.  Christian. 
Though  earth  and  hell  oppose,  when  the  children  of  God  place  themselves 
on  the  altar  of  sacrifice  and  service,  "a  nation  will  be  born  in  a  day." 

The  great  encouragement  in  missions  is  the  fact  that  God  is  in  the 
work,  and  the  work  is  God's.  As  in  the  days  of  Care^-  and  Judson  the  out- 
look is  still  "as  brig-ht  as  the  promises  of  God."  We  may  well  take  en- 
couragement from  the  fact,  that  the  gate-waj-s  to  the  nations  of  the  earth 
have  been  opened.  Though  we  have  laeen  doing  foundation  work, marked 
progress  has  been  made  at  home  and  abroad,  cheering  news  comes  to  us 
from  the  fields  of  service  and  of  battle,  and  the  signs  of  the  times  point 
to  a  shout  of  victor3'  at  no  distant  da^'.  But  the  real  ground  of  hope,  of 
assurance,  and  of  buo^'ant  expectancj'  lies  in  the  great  fact  that  God  is  in 
the  work  of  missions.  "God's  mills  grind  slowly  but  surely."  His 
eternal  purposes  through  the  ages  run.  The  Savior  said:  "This  gospel 
of  the  Kingdom  shall  be  preached  in  all  the  world  for  a'  witness  unto 
all    nations;   and  then  shall  the  end  come." 

Brethren,  by  the  glory  and  magnitude  of  our  work;  by  the  infinite  au- 
thority' of  the  great  commission  of  our  Lord;  b^'  the  love  which  we  bear 
for  Him  who  died  to  save  us;  by  all  the  mountains  of  difficulties  that  stand 
in  our  way;  by  all  the  sacred  promises  of  our  covenant-keeping  God;  by 
the  glad  hope  of  the  glorious  appearing  of  Jesus  Christ,  let  us  vow  alle- 
giance to  our  Lord,  and  give  our  monej',  our  time,  our  talents,  our  syrn- 
pathy,  our  prayers,  ourselves,  to  the  great  work  of  preaching  the  gospel  to 
the  whole  world.  RespectfuUj'  submitted,

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

While  this  subject  has  been  prominent  before  the  public  mind  for 
years,  and  has  engaged  the  best  thoughts  of  the  wise  and  good,  and  it 
seems  that  our  people  ought  to  be  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  extent 
of  its  evils  and  the  best  methods  of  dealing  with  them;  and  while  our  re- 
ports and  speeches  have  not  accomplished  that  which  the  temperance  ad- 
vocates have  hoped  they  would,  yet  none  will  deny  that  there  has  been 
and  will  be  great  good  effected  by  the  agitation  of  the  question.  There- 
fore we  present  the  following  facts,  and  make  the  following  suggestions 
for  your  consideration,  as  facts  cannot  be  denied  and  the  experience  of 
men  of  matured  wisdom  and  extended  information  are  invaluable  in  the 
discussion  of  any  subject: 

Your  committee  would  call  attention  to  the  magnitude  of  the  whisky 
traffic.  There  are  241.000  saloons  in  the  United  States,  and  they  employed 
1,205,000  men  to  retail  from  these  saloons  that  which  can  destroy  all 
that  is  noble  and  beautiful  in  man,  saying  nothing  of  the  stupendous 
army  of  men  engaged  in  making  and  wholesaling  intoxicating  liquors. 

The  saloons  in  New  York  City  alone  if  placed  side  by  side  would  ex- 
tend in  unbroken  front  for  73    miles. 

There  is  a  canal  of  liquor  flowing  through  this  country  annually  50 
miles  in  length,  40  feet  wide  and  10  feet  deep,  with  60,000  men  found  dead 
in  it  every  year;  and  in  addition  to  these  unfortunate  men  not  less  than 
200,000  women  and  children  are  practically  destroyed  for  time,  if  not  for 
eternity,  by  this  gigantic  evil. 

Intemperance  is  the  mother  of  crime.  Eord  Brogham  said  "Drink  is 
the  mother  of  want  and  the  nurse  of  crime."  Judge  Noah  Davis  declares, 
"Of  all  causes  that  lead  to  crime  intemperance  stands  forth  as  the  "unap- 
proachable chief."  Hon.  Elisha  Harris  said,  "Eighty  per  cent,  of  all 
crimes  can  be  traced  to  the  use  of  intoxicating  drink."  Carroll  Wright, 
after  extended  observation  and  careful  investigation,  declared  that  "the 
use  of  intoxicants  as  a  beverage  is  the  mother  of  90  per  cent,  of  all 
crime."  Lord  Justice  Hannen  claims  that  drink  is  the  direct  cause  of  not 
less  than  75  per  cent,  of  the  immoral  and  unscriptural  divorces  which  our 
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courts  grant  at  almost  every  sitting".  A  committee  appointed  b}'  the  Can- 
adian Parliament  reports  that  of  28,244  commitments  to  prison  22,134  were 
due  to  drunkenness  or  to  crime  committed  while  drunk.  Of  359  inmates 
of  a  Pennsylvania  alms-house  347  had  been  more  or  less  addicted  to  drink. 
Of  50  in  another  48  were  of  intemperate  habits. 

Intemperance  not  only  leads  to  crime  but  is  a  crime.  Ruskin  sa3-s, 
"Drunkenness  does  not  only  lead  to  crime  but  is  a  crime." 

The  late  Mr.  Gladstone  said  that  "Intemperance  is  a  greater  curse 
than  famine,  pestilence  and  war  combined."  Hon.  Carroll  Wright,  U.  S. 
Commissioner  of  Labor,  asserts  that  for  every  dollar  derived  b^'  the  Gov- 
ernment in  revenue  from  the  liquor  traffic,  S21. 00  come  out  of  the  pockets  of 
the  laboring  man.  A  recent  careful  exhaustive  estimate  in  the  "Cyclope- 
dia of  Temperance"  places  the  cost  to  this  country  every  year  by  reason 
of  idleness,  insanity,  sickness  and  crime,  due  to  drink,  not  less  than 
$2,000,000,000. 

Also, we  find  in  addition  to  this  that  the  cost  of  the  hery  beverage  which 
is  annually  consumed  by  the  American  people  is  SI, 200, 000, 000,  making 
the  average  cost  to  our  country  $3,200,000,000,  while  we  only  expend  for 
all  missionary  work  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the  support  of  all  church 
work  and  for  all  public  education,  the  small  sum  of  $250,000,000  annually. 
Thus  we  see  that  the  American  people  spend  more  for  the  support  of  this 
evil  and  the  propagation  of  crime  in  one  year,  which  has  for  its  end  the 
destruction  of  both  bod^-  and  soul,  than  we  expend  for  religious  and  pub- 
lic educational  purposes  in  twelve  years.  Think  of  it  in  this  Christian 
land,  when  one  dollar  is  expended  to  elevate  and  save,  twelve  dollars  are 
expended  to  degrade  and  damn  I 

While  these  appalling  facts  and  figures  may  not  be  absolutely  cor- 
rect yet  there  are  none  who  read  and  think  but  will  agree  that  they  are 
practically  true. 

Now  let  us  turn  to  the  inspired  record  and  see  what  God  saj^s  about 
the  traffic  and  evils  attending  its  use. 

"Woe  unto  him  that  giveth  his  neighbor  drink." 

"Look  not  thou  upon  the  wine." 

"The  drunkard  cometh  to  poverty-." 

"At  the  last  it  biteth  like  a  serpent  and  stingeth  like  an  adder." 

"No  drunkard  shall  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God." 

Then  what  shall  we  do?  Practice  total  abstinence.  Sign  no  petition 
asking  for  authority  for  any  inan  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors.  Vote  for 
sober  men.  Vote  for  national  or  local  prohibition  if  you  hav^e  an  opportu- 
nity. Preach  the  gospel  to  the  people,  which  is  the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation  to  everv  one  that  believeth.

They  ask  that  this  Convention  join  them  in 
their  efli'orts  against  the  saloon. 

We  heartil3'  commend  the  work  they  are  doing,  and  recommend  that 
a    representative  be  appointed  to  attend  that  convention, 

was  discussed  by  A.  B  .Campbell,  J.  W.    Stewart,    P.    H.    Mell, 
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and  H.  Hawkins,  and,  on  motion  of  J.  V.  Dickinson,  was  amend- 
ed by  substituting'  messeng-er  for  representative,  and  then,  on 
motion  of  Z.  D.  Roby,  the  recommendation  was  laid  on  the  table 
by  a  vote  of  44  to  19;  whereupon,  on  motion  of  A.  P.  Pug'h,  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  acknowledg-e  receipt  of  the  commu- 
nication of  the  American  Anti-Saloon  Leag-ue  and  express  this 
convention's  accord  with  its  object  as  stated  in  Article  III  of  the 
Leag"ue's  printed  constitution  which  reads: 

"The  object  of  this  leag-ue  is  the  suppression  of  the  Saloon.  To  this 
end  we  invite  the  alliance  of  all  who  are  in  harmony  with  this  object, 
and  the  League  pledges  itself  to  avoid  athliation  with  any  political  party 
as  such,  and  to  maintain  an  attitude  of  neutrality  upon  questions  of  pub- 
lic policy  not  directly  and  immediately  concerned  with  the  traffic  in 
strong  drink."

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

Among  the  fields  in  which  our  Home  Board  has  hitherto  been  prose- 
cuting its  much  needed  work,  may  be  mentioned  some  of  our  large  and 
rapidly  growing  cities,  the  great  and  growing  West  and  Southwest,  in- 
cluding Indian  Territory,  Oklahoma,  and  on  toward  the  Pacific  slope, 
the  mountain  districts  of  most  of  the  States,  from  our  national  capital  to 
the  Mississippi  river,  and   the  Island  ot  Cuba. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note,  that  the  blessing  of  God  has  been  upon  this 
work.  From  the  report  of  our  secretary  we  find  that  "the  amount  raised 
and  expended  on  the  field  for  Home  Missions  for  last  year  was  $54,251 
against  $45,671  the  previous  3'ear.  There  was  collected  and  expended  in 
building  houses  of  worship  on  the  field,  $56,385,  against  $51,540  for  previ- 
ous year,  making  a  total  of  money  raised  on  the  field  $110,636,  against 
$97,211  for  previous  year,  an  increase  of  $13,425.  Total  cash  received  by 
the  Home  Board  from  all  sources  was  $86,887,  against  $83,184  for  previous 
year,  an  increase  of  $3,703. 

"The  number  of  inissionaries  employed  for  last  year  was  467  against 
372  for  previous  year,  and  baptisms  were  4,739  against  4,709  for  previous 
year,  and  total  additions  to  churches  were  9,509  against  9,445  for  previous 
year.

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The  State  Boards  of  Alabama,  Arkansas,  District  of  Columbia,  Flor- 
ida, Georgia,  Indian  Territory,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Maryland,  Mis- 
souri, Mississippi,  North  Carolina,  Oklahoma  Territory,  South  Carolina, 
Tennessee,  Texas,  Virginia,  Western  Arkansas  and  Indian  Territory,  and 
Western  North  Carolina  are  in  co-operation  with  us  in  part  or  the  whole 
of  their  work." 

Yet  let  us  count  not  ourselves  to  have  attained  but  forgetting  the 
failures  of  the  past,  let  us  press  forward  for  greater  things  in  the  future. 
Without  abating  anj' of  the  interest  we  may  have  evinced  for  the  evan- 
gelization of  our  cities,  let  us  lend  a  helping  hand  to  our  brethren  in 
the  mountain  districts.  They  are  peculiarly  our  people.  They  look  to  ns 
for  help,  such  as  can  or  will  come  from  no  other  source. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  responsibility  that  we  have  to  meet  in  the  near 
future  comes  by  reason  of  the  recent  opening  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico. 
Here  are  a  people  who  have  not  only  been  under  the  iron  heel  of  polit- 
ical oppression,  but  who  have  groaned  under  the  worse  oppression  of 
superstition  and  intolerance.  It  should  be  our  aim  to  largely  increase 
our  force  of  workers  in  Cuba,  and  press  on  to  Porto  Pico  no  less 
certainly  and  ardently  with  the  word  of  God,  than  our  soldiers  have  done 
with  the  sword  of  liberty. 

We  regret  to  find  from  the  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
our  State  Board  of  Missions,  that  the  gifts  of  our  churches  are  in  danger 
of  falling  behind  those  of  last  j^ear.  This  too  when  the  gifts  of  the  Home 
Board  to  work  in  Alabama  compels  our  praise.  This  Board  durin"-  the 
conventional  year  to  end  April  30th,  1899,  has  agreed  to  give  in  ad- 
dition to  the  Agenc}'  expense  and  the  co-operative  work  among  the  ne- 
groes, one  thousand  dollars  for  work  in  Alabama;  five  hundred  of  which 
is  unconditional,  and  has  already  been  paid;  and  five  hundred  more  on 
the  condition,  that  Alabama  raise  during-  this  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tional year,  four  thousand  dollars  in  cash  for  home  missions. 

We  recommend  that  due  diligence  on  the  part  of  pastors  and  churches 
be  exercised  in  order  that  this  amount  be  raised. 

We  recommend  that  our  ladies  continue  to  send  boxes  of  household 
necessities  to  our  frontier  missionaries.

REPORT  ON  WOMAN'S  WORK. 

The  general  organization  of  Woman's  work  for  missions,  as  con- 
ductedby  the  boards  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  was  inaugurated 
in  1888,  with  thirty-two  delegates  from  twelve  States.  By  1891  all  the  four- 
teen Southern  States  had  heartily  entered  into  the  general  work.  At  first 
there  was  intense  prejudice  against  the  organization  in  the  minds  of 
many,  but  by  1891  every  State  had  joined  in  the  work  and  many  of  its 
bitterest  opponents  had  become  its  sincere  friends.  Instead  of  the  organi- 
zation becoming  a  disintegrating-  force  as  many  thought  it  would,  it  has 
proven  to  be  a  mighty  influence  for  the  general'union'of  all  our  forces. 

The  objects  of  these  unions  are  two  fold: 

First:  To  distribute  missionary  information; 

Second:  To  secure  the  earnest  and  systematic  co-operation  of  women 
and  children  in    collecting  and  raising  mone3'  for  missions. 

In  giving  missionary  information  they  have  made  free  use  of  the  re- 
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ligions  press,  they  have  had  a  department  in  the  Foreig'n  Mission  Journal, 
Our  Home  Field,  and  the  missionarj^  series  of  the  Sunday  School  Board, 
and  have  furnished  each  month  information  in  the  columns  of  eighteen 
State  papers,  besides  sending  out  thousands  of  pamphlets,  tracts,  leaflets, 
letters  and  cards.  In  this  way  pastors  have  been  aided  beyond  calcula- 
tion in  the  matter  of  information  concerning  our  mission  fields. 

Information  has  been  put  into  homes  where  it  would  never  have  gone 
in  any  other  shape  or  form.  There  has  been  a  broadening  in  the  outlook 
for  women  and  children  in  the  homes  of  thousands.  The  power  of  littles 
regularly  gathered  has  been  clearly  shown.  A  general  interest  in  mis- 
sions is  seen  in  churches  where  these  societies  exist.  It  has  been  the 
purpose  of  these  unions  not  only  to  inform  as  to  the  work  but  to  furnish 
occasion  for  giving,  suggesting  ways  and  means,  furnishing  programs 
for  special  meetings,  thus  opening  channels  for  giving  Financial  results. 

In  1887  the  year  before  its  organization,  the  Woman's  Mission  Socie- 
ties gave  S17,000  to  missions,  and  in  1889.  one  year  after  its  present  organi- 
zation they  g-ave  $30,000,  and  there  has  been  a  steady  growth  in  their  con- 
tributions until  in  1897  they  reached  the  sum  of  $51,564.80,  this  does  not 
include  amounts  given  to  State  Missions,  ministerial  education  and  or- 
phanage. The  total  gifts  for  the  ten  years  of  the  Society's  existence 
amount  to  $468,856.50. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  says  of  their  work:  "The 
fact  that  last  year  467  missionaries  were  supported  on  the  field  by  an  ex- 
penditure of  less  than  $100,000  cash,  is  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  $24,000 
worth  of  supplies  were  sent  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  to  the 
families  of  missionaries  on  the  frontier.  The  value  of  these  boxes  in  the 
last  ten  years  has  been   more  than  $100,000. 

We  call  special  attention  to  the  work  done  by  the  State  Central  Com- 
mittee of   Alabama. 

They  raised  this  year  for  all  purposes  more  than  $10,000.  Of  that 
amount  they  gave  for  foreign  inissions  the  sum  of  $1,215.49,  for  Home 
Missions,  cash  $542.40,  boxes  for  frontier  missionaries  valued  at  $1,595.- 
88,  making  a  total  of  $2,098.35.  The  Sunbeams  raised  of  the  above 
amount  more  than  $700.00.  They  have  raised  more  for  missions  this  year 
than  in  any  previous  year.  Besides  they  have  to-day  more  societies  than 
at  any  time  in  the  past,  and  all  this  work  has  been  done  without  charge, 
they  paying  their  own  traveling  expenses.  The  above  figures  only  give 
a  faint  outline  of  the  labors  of  these  Godly  women. 

"For  ten  years,"  says  the  secretary  of  the  Southern  Union,  "we  have 
been  working  in  sympathy  and  harmony,  willing  to  be  used  of  God  in 
promoting  His  plan  of  redemption.  Looking  over  these  years  we  surely 
have  great  reason  to  thank  God  and  acknowledge  His  goodness  in  making 
us  the  instruments  through  which  this  vast  sum  of  money  has  been  rais- 
ed, the  burdens  of  so  many  faithful  missionaries  lightened,  and  countless 
missionary  thoughts  sown  down  in  the  hearts  of  our  people,  aspirations 
of  noble  lives  awakened  in  many  who  have  been  reached  through  these 
methods." 

We  commend  the  efl^orts  of  these  noble  women  to  all  the  churches  of 
our  land  and  we  ask  the  societies  in  the  various  churches  to  co-operate 
with  the  Central  Committee  of  the  State,  auxiliary  to  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention.  S.  O.  Y.  RAY,

52.  J.  W.  Stewart,  S.  P.  Lindsey  and  G.  A.  Hornady  addressed 
the  convention  reg^arding-  the  Orphans'  Home.  Three  children 
from  the  Home  recited  Psalm  19  and  sang-  a  song  and  a  collec- 
tion of  $32  was  taken.      (See  item  14. ) 

53.  W.  C  Luther  addressed  the  convention  regarding  the 
American  Baptist  PuV)lication  Society. 

54.  Geo.  B.  Eager  spoke  on  the  subject  of  the  "Educational 
campaig-n  of  1900"  and  read  a  letter  on  the  sul>ject  from  L.  O. 
Dawson,  (absent  on  account  of  a  family  affliction),  and,  on  his 
motion,  the  following-  preamble  and  resolution  were  adopted: 

Whereas,  at  the  late  session  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  it 
was  resolved  toencourag'e  our  people  to  make  the  j'ear  1900  a  season  of 
thanksg-iving  and  of  planning-  large  things  for  the  glory  of  God  in  the  cen- 
tury to  come,  contemplating  especicilly  the  cultivation  of  the  grace  of 
thankfulness  and  the  deeper  study  of  the  facts  of  our  denominational  his- 
tory and  the  securing,  if  possible,  of  the  better  organization  and  equip- 
ment of  our  forces  for  future  work,  therefore. 

Resolved,  tha.t  this  convention  take  steps  looking-  to  the  proposed  cel- 
ebration of  the  3'ear  1900  and  that  a  committee  be  now  appointed  to  take 
charge  of  this  mutter  and  to  report  at  our  next  session  a  plan  for  the  due 
use  and  observimce  by  us  of  the  closing  3-ear  of  this  centurj^  bj-  such  a 
campaign  of  education  or  scheme  of  observance  as  may  seem  to  them 
wisest  and  best. 

The  President  appointed  as  such  committee  B.  D.  Grav,  F. 
M.  Roof,  R.  G.  Patrick,  Z.  D.  Roby,  A.  J.  Dickinson,  and"  Sec- 
retary of  State  Board  of  Missions. 

55.  J.  L.  Thompson  made  a  statement  regarding-  a  certain 
lot  of  land  in  Birmingham  belong-ing  to  the  convention  and 
supposed  to  have  been  sold  for  taxes  unpaid,  and,  on  motion  of 
J.  G.  Harris,  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  State  Board  of  Mis- 
sions. 

5b.     On  motion  of  J.  F.  Savell,  it  was 

Resolved,  that  the  thanks  of  this  body  be  extended  to  this  church  and 
sister  churches  and  city  for  the  cordial  reception  and  very  g-enerous  hos- 
pitality g-iven  us  during  this  session  of  the  convention,  also  to  the  rail- 
roads for  the  favors  they  have  shown  us. 

57.  After  remarks  by  the  President  and  prayer  by  A.  P. 
Pugh,  the  convention  adjourned.

Our  aim  is  a  good  Vice-President  in  every  Association, 
and  the  enrollment  of  every  Baptist  woman  of  Alabama  in  our  W.   M.  U. 

We  heartily  thank  those  who  have  so  faithfulh'  stood  by  us  and 
their  cheerful  letters  and  ready  compliance  with  the  plans  of  work  have 
made  our  hearts  glad.

Many  Societies  and  Sunbeam  Bands  have  adopted  orphans  in  the 
Home,  and  have  made  and  sent  clothing  to  them. 

The  Missionary  Quarterly'  Literature  is  being  more  generally  used 
than  heretofore. 

The  Foreign  Board  asks  this  j^ear  for  $1600.  The  Home  Board  for 
$1950.  Since  this  apportionment  was  made  the  Home  Board  in  addition  to 
its  other  work  purposes  raising  not  less  than  $50,000  for  Cuba  and  Porto 
Rico.  This  will  necessitate  a  more  generous  contribution  from  our 
women.

REPORT  OF  SUNBEAM  BANDS  FOR  1897-98. 

With  pleasure  the  subjoined  report  is  submitted.  There  are  encour- 
agements all  along  the  lines.  The  ntimber  of  Bands  organized  during 
the  year,  is  greater  than  heretofore;  the  response  of  the  children  to  differ- 
ent objects  of  denominational  interest  has  been  more  willing  and  more 
hearty,  and  no  mean  sum  has  been  contributed  bj'  them.  Thus  the  "power 
of  littles"  has  been   exemplified  and  emphasized. 

That  the  main  object  of  the  Bands  is  to  provide  training  schools  in 
mission  work  and  systematic  giving  for  the  future  members  of  our 
churches,  should  be  borne  in  mind,  thus  preserving  the  ladies  from  dis- 
couragements in  the  present  work,  and  filling  them  with  hope  for  the 
future.  The  amount  of  money  raised  is  of  little  value  compared  to  the 
information  gained  regarding  missions  at  home  and  abroad  and  the  les- 
sons learned  that  tend  to  make  responsible,  efficient,  intelligent  church 
members. 

The  opening  of  a  Sunbeam  column  in  our  State  paper  has  proved  to 
be  a  stimulus  in  this  branch  of  work,  and  the  separate  report  cf  their 
contributions  b)'  the  Treasurer  of  Central  Committee  in  her  quarterly  and 
annual  reports  has  given  added  dignity'  and  responsibility  to  their 
efforts.
